To the Editor of the Ohio Freeman: 
Sir,—Having epent several weeks past ina 
convent, where I have a daughter, I did not see 
your notice of the divorce of Senator Shannon 
and myself until a few moments since, when a 
friend gave me the document, headed ‘‘a flare 
up in high life,” and published in your paper; 
yourself and many others are under a great 
mistake, Mrs. Shannon was not married in New 
Orleans, nor did she attend but one party in 
Columbus, and at that one ehe did not ree a 
single person she ever met before. Mr,S. met 
her about ten months before their marriage, 
and importuned and besought her with visite 
and lettere, assuring her that his happiness and 
very existence depended on ;the unio; after 
promising to live wjth:her in the South, where 
she was living comfortable and happy, she con- 
sented, and when she accompanied him to C. 
it was with the full assurance of his resigning 
his seat in the Senate and returning with her 
to her home. Whatever may have been the 
misfortunes of years past by, she had out lived 
them, or lived where they were not known, and 
by a life of pereeverance in the path of rectitude 
and virtue, had wor. the esteem and confidence 
of al] her acquaintances, Before ehe arrived at 
this place on their pa @ up, she was sick of 
her choice; she found she had plighted herself 
toa * * & bd * and che told 
him-on the day they were married she did not 
wish it, but would thank him to release her 
from the engagement; this he would not do, and 
she then sent for Mr. I’. McKay, merchant of 
this city, and procured money from her own re- 
sources to pay the wedding ard travelling ex- 
penses; and this was not all, RO Rs « 
she found that it would be impossible for them 
to live happily together; and before any other 
difficulty occurred, she was making prepara- 
tions to go to his residence and from thence to 
her daug ter, intending never to return to him. 
The delicate nature of her dissatisfaction would 
not permit her to apply for a divorce, nor did 
she suppose Mr. Shannon would apply for one, 
as she knew there was no evidence by which 
@ could legally obtain one. You say, “she 
did not appear at the breakfast table on Tuesday 
morning.”

“If they can not be reformed, annihilation is 
the word.”—John Brough, Auditor of Stale, 
Jan. 8, 1840, 


The erudite Auditor intends, we suppose» 
that when they are exterminated their property 
shall’ be confiscated to the State. (Heaven 
knows the State needs it and more.) We know 
no other way in which it could advantage the 
State, unless the Legislature ehould page a law 
to annul all debts due tothe Banks. All the 
Banks in the United States owe the people but 
one hundred and fifty millions of dollars, whereas 
the people owe the banks five hundred millions. 
What reform does he mean—does he wieh the 
Banks to pay up the people? Let. the people 
pay up the banks also, and who will be ruined 
by the “annibilation?” It is high time for the 
public prees to speak out on this subject; to 
tell the people- the facts, That in 1636 the 
banks hed sixty millions of public money— 
that the Secretary of the Treasury had ordere 
to draw forty millions in sigh m months, that 
he did.it im-six months—that the government 

ave the banks two years to pay up the remain- ~ 
ing twenty millions, but that they paid eighieen 
of it in six months, and that now all the banks 
in the United States owe the government but 
two millions, and that” the Secretary of the 
Trearury says is well secured. Whence, then, 
this cry sgainet the banks by the pimps of an 
improvident administration, who have within 
the last three years squandered in extravagance 
and over and above their income nearly twice 
the amount of the bank capital of Ohio.

BANK AND BANKING, 
Individual responsibility of Stockholders. 

It is now the clear understanding that thie 
Legislature will not charter any Bank without 
a clause rendering the Stockholders individual- 
ly reeponsible for the notes issued, Well be it 
so. No one ever objected to this plan, with a 
view to avoid the responsibility—but for the 
better reasons that it is impracticable, unequal 
in its operations, and above all, will answer no 
good purpose. Jt is propcsed to make each 
Stockholder liable for the amount iseued upon 
the basis of his capitel paidin. If for example, 
he pays in $1000, and the Bank issues three to 
one paid in specie, he will be liable for $2000 
more. I have said this plan is impracticable.— 
It is eo because Stockholders would consider it 
unequal, and would not take the stock. It is 
unequal in this point of view. If the stock of 
the Bank is $100,000, and it issues $300,000, 
and then suspend, and ite affairs show a defect of 
$100,000, then each Stockholder (by the theory 
of being liable to te called on for any amount not 
exceeding twice his stock) would be liable for
